One of tthe greatest rivers of the 
world, the Orfnoco,-is ase one of the 
least known to Europeans, Its sister, 
the Amazon, ‘Jias often been described 
by Wallace and Bates, among others, 
but Humboldt remains practically the 
only writer of standing upon the great 
stream which, rising on the frontiers 
of Brazil, runs for 2,000 miles through 
Venezuela, receiving in its course such 
immense tributaries as the Mela and 
Apure, and’ discharging itsel£ by a 
hundred mouths into the South.
